DECEMBER  11,  2013 


The  December  meeting  was  held  in  the  beautifully  decorated  home  of 
Paula  Spencer.  The  Christmas  Spirit  was  In  full  bloom.  Ruth  Rusie  was 
Paula's  co-Hostess  and  assisted  serving  a  delicious  luncheon  and 
Wonderful  dessert  which  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

Diana  Moss,  who  was  In  charge  of  the  program.  Introduced  Sharon 
Goins.  Sharon  presented  a  very  Interesting  program  on  Bells.  She  talked 
about  the  history  of  bells  as  long  as  5,000  years  ago.  Many  different 
styles;  some  struck  with  hammers,  then  clappers  put  into  the  bells  and 
Crotal  bells,  round  with  a  solid  ball  in  them. 

There  were  many  religious  connections  and  bells  are  mentioned  In  the 
Old  Testament;  myths  are  attached  to  many  of  the  bells.  Bells  were 
used  for  opening  and  closing  of  events;  bells  tolled  at  times  of  deaths, 
curfew  bells,  tower  bells  with  carillons  which  played  a  melody.  In 
Europe  the  bells  of  St.  Peter's  in  Rome  are  an  example  of  carillons. 
There  are  over  5,000  churches  in  England  that  have  tower  bells.  In  the 
United  States  there  are  about  40!! 

Smaller  bells  were  cast  and  people  could  play  them  with  familiar 
melodies.  PT  Barnum  introduced  bell  ringing  by  bring  Swiss  Bell  Ringers 
to  his  circus.  Bell  ringing  became  a  popular  source  of  entertainment. 

Bell  arrangments  have  been  made  available  for  use  with  bell  choirs. 
Sharon  did  a  presentation  with  her  bells.  It  was  a  beautiful  French 
Carole  about  the  Christ  Child.  Thank  you,  Sharon,  for  a  wonderful 
program.
